The visit td our city Wm. H, Greenw 
eral manager of the Denver and Rio Grande 
Gauge Railroad, affords.an opportunity 
ormation about the practical work- 
of that road, and the intentions of the men 
who have the construction of the road in contem- 
plation. Colonel Greenwood is paying short 
visit to the coast, but not on professional busi- 
ness, and will, soon after returning to Denver,

Rosencrans has obtained favorable 
ation of the Mexican Government; and it ié in- 
tended that it shall become a part of the , grand 
narrow gauge system, of which the Denver and 
Rio Grande road is the beginning 
The Denver narrow gauge ie road fe now com- 
pleted and in order from Denver to the 
coal-fields in Lincoln county, Colorado, a distance 
of 155 miles. Thirty-five miles of the southern 
end.of this is. @ defle@tion..to the west to reach 
the coal-fields and is hot regarded as a part of 
the main road. Further surveys will be carried 
down from Colorado City to El Paso, on the Rio 
Grande, at which point the railroad, so far as the 
United States authority will extend, is at an end. 
From that point it is expec ted the road’ will con- 
tinue to the City of Mexico, by t and assist- 
ance of the Mexican Gomme 
The narrow gauge road, so far as completed, 
has exceeded by far all expectations. It was es- 
timated in advance of its construction that its 
business over the first section of 80 miles would 
be $12,000 a month ; but it already reaches $39,- 
000, or three times the sum estimated. The cost 
of the first section, Seoe -} ran through a some- 
what rough country, with grades of 74 feet 
mile, was $18,500 a mile.’ The increase of the 
business however, called for a large increase of: 
rolling stock, which swelled the cost of the road 
and equipment to $17,000 a mile. The next sec- 
oe of the road, 40 miles, cost but $10,000 a 
e. 
# In. relation to this, Colonel Greenwood says, 
they.make the same speed as on the Union Pa- 
cific and can increase it forty per cent, if neces- 
. The freight cars weigh but four tons, or 
half the weight of cars on the broad gauge road, 
and they carry eight tons of freight against ten 
on the other. The cars then on the narrow gauge 
when loaded, weigh twelve tons, while the broad 


guage cars weigh eigh tons. The percentage 
of dead weight the broa gauge roads have to 
haul is thus seen to be In the tranship- 


ment of goods, eight car toads on the Union Pa- 
cific are put on ten cars on the Denver narrow 
gauge. The transhipment of goods from one 
gauge to another, which has been represented ‘as 
a great expense, so far from so, is cheaper than to 
pay car rent on a broad gauge road, and ig only 
equivatent to the employment of about one hand 
more than the usual force on 4 railroad doing the 
business of the Denver road. 

The cars on the narrow gauge road have their 
floors as near the track as possible, and therefore 
run more steadily than those that are set up in the 
air on wider tracks. It is evident that the higher 
the car the greater the oscilations from side to 
side, on account of irregularities in the track.” 
The center of gravity being brought in the nar- 
poi uge cars, as near as possible to the track,
